Washington, December 30.—While 
the American note to Great Britain pro- 
testing against interruptions to the 
commerce of this country continued to- 
day to absorb official Washington, 
there was confidence that difficulties 
of the last five months eventually 
would be amicably adjusted. | 

Already the discussion had turned to 
measures the United States Gould take 
in co-operation with Great Britain to 
reduce the necessity for extended 


search on the high seas. It became 
known that treasury department agents, 


acting with the state deparment, in one | 


case already had inspected a cotton 
cargo and that the inspection had satis- 
fied the British embassy and facilitated 
progress of the shipment to its destina- 
tion. 

The belief was held in official quar- 
ters that an understanding might be 
reached whereby cargoes could be cer- 
tified before their departure, and thus 
made immune from detention. 

Couched in Friendly Terma. 

High officials of the Washington 
government were somewhat surprised 
the American note had been regarded 
as “brusque”. in some London quarters. 
They said the British cabinet after a 
single reading of the document myst 
be convinced that the United States had 
spoken in the most friendly spirit, 
though none the less earnestly and em- 
phatically. 

Those familiar with the note’s con- 
tents say it is a matter of fact and 
frank statement of the difficulties ex- 
perienced by American shippers and the 
failure. of the British government to 
meet the protests which have been 
made. 

In all, it became known today, thirty 
American ships and cargoes, their val- 
ueé totalling millions, have been detain- 
ed. The note points out specifically, how- 
ever, that reimbursement alone cannot 
cure the situation, as the British fleet’s 
netivity has restrained many American 
exporters, who fear risks involved‘ in 
shipments. 

With respect to cotton shipments, the 
case of. one or two Illegitimate car- 
goes, it is recognized, has caused the 
British government to suspect all ship- 
ments. . 

The United States has no evidence 
contraband con- 
cealed in cotton cargoes, but Eng- 
land has made two specific complaints 
and the American government has is- 
sued a warning that one fraudulent 
shipment must produce embarrassment 
to cargoes generally. 

Secretary Bryan declined to give any 
details of the note today. He de- 
scribéd it as a general statement stum- 
marizing the American position in sev- 
eral specific cases Neutral diplomats 
were not given a copy of it, but were 
informed that the first newspaper re- 
port of it was accurate. They were 
told that the state department still 
regarded the note as confidential, the 
American government itself having not 
authorized ‘its publication in part or 
in whole.

GOVERNOR BLEASE 
GRANTS CLEMENCY 
TO 55 PRISONERS 


Columbia, S. C., Decembér 30.—Gov- 


'ernor Blease today granted clemency 
'to fifty-five state prisoners. 


Twenty- 
eight were serving terms for homicide, 
seventeen having been sentenced orig- 
inally to life imprisonment, Sixteen full 
pardons, twenty-four paroles and 
fifteen commutations are included in 
the list. 

The release of the forty men par- 
doned or paroled today reduces the 
number of prisoners in the state peni- 
tentiary here, at the state farms, and 
in the county convict camps to 149, 
Governor Blease now has exercised 
clemency in 1,544 cases during his term 
of office, which will have been four 
years in January. 

Two hundred and eight prisoners 
have received clemency since Thanks- 
giving eve.. The governor acted upon 
101 cases at that time and eight were 
favored on Christmas eve. Clemency 
was exercised in forty-four cases last 
Monday. 

One murderer was pardoned today 
and seven paroled. Nine others serv- 
ing life terms received commutations, 
making their sentences either five or 
ten years. One man convicted of man- 
slaughter was pardoned, six were pa- 
roled and four received commutations. 

Governor Blease signed the clemency 
grants today in order that the prison- 
ers released might reach their homes 
by New Year’s day. 


FRANCE IS} BUILDING 
GREAT AJR FLEETS; 
TO INVADE GERMANY 


New York, Decembér 380.—France is 
building twe great fleets of aircraft, 
armed with cannon, darts and bombs, 
with which to invade Germany in the 
spring, according to Pedro Chapa, a 
Mexican aviator who arrived here to- 
night from Europe on the Cunard 
liner Carpathia.

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FAVORABLE REPORT 
FOR SHIPPING BILL 


Measure Proposed to: Free 
Producers From War Con- 
ditions Vigorously Backed 
by Commerce Secretary. 


Washington, December 30.—Initiat- 
ing the aggressive fight to be waged 
in congress for passage of the gov- 
ernment ship purchase bill, to free 
American commerce from European 
war limitations, majority members of 
the senate commerce committee today 
filed a report recommending the meas- 
ure in vigorous terms and transmit- 
ting a commendatory letter from Sec- 
rétary of Commerce Redfield. 

The committee report, filed by <Act- 
ing Chairman Fletcher, quoted the re- 
port submitted yesterday by Secre- 
taries McAdoo and Redfield, showing 
enormous increases in ocean transpor- 


facilities. The committee predicted 
that enactment of the ship purchase 


tion. 

“Unquestionably,” says the report, “if 
wie had-additional ships -under the 
American flag the situation would rap- 
idly improve and much of the distress 
of producers, busimess men and bank- 
ers, not only in the south, but through- 
out the country. would be relieved. The 
need is urgent.” 

United States Without Delivery. 

Secretary Redfield, in his letter, writ- 
ten to Senator Fletcher to accompany 
the report, declared that for years the 
United States’ ocean shipping had been 
in the hands of its competitors, “like 
ai department store without any deliv- 
ery system except such as competitors 
were willing to supply.” The result 
was easily to be foreseen, he argued, 
when twenty years ago American goods 
displaced German products in second 
place among South African sales, and 
American iron and steel entered into 
keen competition abroad with German 
and English products. 

“You cannot imagine Germany 
England continuing permanently 
transport on favorable terms to us 
American goods on any such scale as 
t® seriously threaten German or Eng- 
lish industrial markets,’ the letter 
continued. 

“Like an ostrich with its head in 
the sand, we have put our money and 
merchandise at risk of the European 
war. -American. capital invested in 
ships under European flags can be and 
has been destroyed by the acts of hos- 
tile cruisers. Two vessels under for- 
eign flags on their way to be trans- 
ferred to our flag were thus sunk. 
American capital in goods trans- 
ported in vessels .under. foreign flags, 
which were not owned by American 
capital, has been lost or injured when 
such vessels have béen sunk or held up 
and American goods for which Ameri- 
cans long since paid are today lying 
in foreign harbors. 

American Marine Necessary. 

“We know now that our commerce, 
while ocean borne, is subject to war 
risks not of our making, but by which 
we suffer. The time has been when 
war risks shut off the movement of 
American wheat and delayed the 
movement of American cotton and it 
is quite within the range of prob- 
ability that such a time may reoccur. 
An American merchant marine is a 
necessity and cannot be had soon 
¢nough to relieve us from the jeop- 
ardy.in which we have stood and in 
which in some measure we now stand. 

“Indeed, so vital is the present time 
to America that it.seems as if we were 
in the very transition from being a 
debtor to a creditor nation, and the

Across Carpathians. 


ATTACKS OF ALLIES 
IN WESTERN BATTLES 
ARE LOSING STRENGTH 


Austria’s Defeat by Servia 
Followed by Activity on 
the Part of Montenegrins, 
Who Are Invading Herz- 
govina. 


London, December 31.—(3:38 a. m.) 
Four German aeroplanes flew several 
times over the city of Dunkirk Wed- 
nesday, dropping bombs as they went, 
according to the Dunkirk correspond- 
ent df The Daily Mail. Soldiers in 
the streets fired on the. machines and 
one Taube seemed to be hit, but all 
got safely away. 

The official returns of the casualties 
show that fifteen persons were killed 
and thirty-two wounded. The bombs 


‘were filled. with shrapnel. 


For half an hour the whole city 
crackled with rifle shots and bombs, 
which threw up dense clouds of black 


smoke. No sooner did one aeroplane 
seem to depart than another arrived. 
Buildings in all parts of the city were 
wrecked. 

' The first bomb fell on the fortifica- 
tions, twe more near the railway sta- 
tion and many others in different parts 
of the town and in the suburb of 
Rosendaell and the districts of Coude- 
kerque and Furnes. One child had an 
irm blown off and an old woman was 
killed outright. 

The fifth aeroplane remained as sen- 
try outside the town ready to 
any of the allies’ aeroplanes 
might seek to repel the air assailants.

GERMAN FORCES FAIL 
TO BREAK RUSS LINE. 


London, December 30.—The third 
German advance on Warsaw has been 
definitely checked, according to the 
view of the military situation in Po- 
land held by the officials at Petro- 
grad. In ‘that territory the Germans, 
who have been fighting fiercely for 
weeks past, have suffered great losses 
and they have failed to break through 
the Russian line, which has been 
greatly reinforced before the Polish 
capital. 

The failure of the Austrian advance 
through the Carpathians is said to 
have had a serfous effect on the Aus- 
tro-German camvaign in the east. 

There has-been a lull of late in the 
fighting on the left bank of the Vis- 
tula, except at. isolated points where 
the Russians apparently have suc- 
ceeded in maintaining their position. 

Vienna claims to have brought the 
Russian advance in the Carpathians 
to a standstill, but the Russian gen- 
eral staff records an important suc- 
cess near Lisko and the repulse of 
the Austrian counter attacks at Uz- 
sok pass, aS well as sorties by the 
garrison at Przemysl.

BRUCE ADAMS HELD 
PENDING THE INQUIRY 


Coffee County Man Says He 
Killed Byrd in Self-Defense 
Near Fales. 


December 30.—(Spe- 
cial.) Following a coroner's inquest, 
which began at midnight, Bruce 
Adams was jailed at Douglas today, 
pending further investigation into the 
death of J. P. Byrd, a prominent 
young - man, who was shot Sunday 
night near Fales, 10 miles south of 
Douglas. Nearly all of Byrd's left 
shoulder was shot off by a load of 
birdshot fired by Adams. Numerous 
shot and the wadding of the shell 
penetrated Byrd’s lung and he never 
regained consciousness. 

There were no eye-witnesses and 
beyond Adams’ statement nothing is 
known of the tragedy. He claims 
Byrd tried to kill him with an ax and 
he sought refuge in his home, Byrd 
followed and was cutting down the 
front door when Adams fired, accord- 
ing to his story. 

Byrd was a son of John Byrd, a 
prominent Pierce county man, and 
was unusually popular in Coffee and 
surrounding counties. He was 30 
years old. His wife, who is a daugh- 
ter of former Mayor B. H. Tanner, 
with three small children survive, as 
do two brothers in Florida. 

Inquiry today has failed to disrlose 
any cause for Byrd to seek the life of 
Adams. As far as can be ascertained, 
the men.before Sunday had no serious 
trouble. 

Byrd’s death is the second in Coffee 
and the ninth in this immediate sec- 
tion by violent or accidental means 
within a week.

IMACON'S CONTRACT. 


FOR $1,000,000 DEPOT 


‘It Will Be Signed This Week. 
Movement to Fight It Be- 
fore Commission. 


Macon, Ga., December 30.—(Special.) 
An agreement has been reached be- 
tween the city of Macon and the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway relative to the 
contract for the building of the new 
$1,000,000 passenger depogin this city, 
and the contract will be signed this 
week and forwarded to the railroad 
commission. Under the terms of the 
contract, as agreed on, the railroad 
commission is to decide when actual 
work on the depot shall begin, taking 
into consideration, of course, the prob- 
able inability of the railroad to sell 
such a large issue of bonds as will be 
required with the present financial de- 
pression. The city has agreed to strike 
from the contract the clause that the 
property granted to the/railroad -in 
consideration of buildin the depot 
shall belong to the railroadjjust so long 
as it is “used for railro@d purposes 
only.” The city agrees give the 
railroad absolute title to the property 
as soon as the depot is completed. The 
land given to the Central is said to be 
valued at close toa half million dollars. 

Alderman W. G. Lee is not at all 
pleased with the action of council in 
this matter, and has started a move- 
ment for an investigation before the 
railroad commission of local railroads 
and their connection with a number 
of big wholesale merchants and ware- 
house concerns. Alderman Lee con- 
tends that the railroads lease ware- 
house facilities to a number of people 
at an annual rental of an insignificant 
amount and in return enjoy their busi- 
ness exclusively. He claims this is a 
form of rebating, and is not only det- 
rimental to other merchants, but,to 
people who have property to rent, as 
well, since they are unable to get ten- 
ants at any price. 


Registration for Bond Election. § 
Macon, Ga., December 30.—(Special.) 
A spectal registration for a $300,000 
bond issue-for municipal improvements 
has been ordered by the city council to 
begin January 1 and continue for thirty 
days, the election date being set for 
March 4, 

Macon proposes to issue bonds for 
street paving, sewer work and the en- 
largement of the Macon hospital. One 
hundred thousand dollars will be spent 
on paving, $50,000 on sewers and 
$150,000 on the hospital. This means 
that the city will pave several miles of 
streets, as the $100,000 will beused to 
pay only the city’s one-third of the 
cost, the remaining two-thirds to be 
paid by the property owners. The plan 
relative to the hospital that is now 
under -consideration is for the city to 
take over the hospital and operate it 
under municipal control, the $150,000 to 
be used for the purchase of additional 
ground and the erection of one new 
building.

Worry not, Clara Belle, those clouds 
that hovered above yesterday meant 
not a continuation of this perfectly odi- 
ous weather that has pestered us these 
two dreary past weeks.

A HEALTHY INCIDENT. 

It is just for the benefit of 
England, no less than that of all the neutral 
nations, that the protest of this country re 
garding England's treatment of neutral ship- 
ping carried a note of decision, although the 
basis of it was friendly. With her back to 
the wall and fighting for integrity of empire, 
England has been just a trifle excessive in 
caution in watching the movement of ship- 
ping. Possessing the control of the seas, 
there was danger that, edging inch by inch 
toward a greater severity, she would unin- 
tentionally work a serious injury to the in- 
terests of non-combatants, already subject 
to heavy cost and penalization. 

No war in history but has caused compli- 
cations because of the conflicting or rather 
confused interests of neutrals and belliger- 
ents. The nation that is at war is likely, in 
its stress, either to forget or minimize the 
interests of the nations not directly involved. 
The present struggle, bringing a climax to 
the wars of all history and, in a sense, in- 
volving most of the population of civiliza- 
tion, has intensified confusion and, on the 
part of the allies, precaution. 

The manner in which America’s protest 
is received in England evinces a wholesome 
respect for this country and a desire for its 
esteem. The dispatches state that the 
British public and the press attached more 
importance to it than any actual war 
development of the past month. There 
was much uneasiness and a manifest desire 
that the British foreign office take concilia- 
tory steps in the premises. 

The whole matter will, of course, be ad- 
justed without friction and in good will. In 
the meantime, the British attitude of respect 
for the display of American spirit ought to 
set at rest the fears of the jingoes who have 
been vyapping that none of the great world 
powers paid particular heed to us in world

ART AND MANHOOD—TWINS. 

We have been preening ourselves on 
what we have taught the Orient, notably 
Japan. Japan can teach us many lessons in 
return, and none more intimate or valuable 
than that the love of the beautiful and the 
manhood that blossoms in the hardier vir- 
tues go hand in hand, the first ministering 
to the second. Here is an incident follow- 
ing the fall of Tsingtao, as reported by the 
Associated Press, that illustrates the prin- 
ciple:

Military men who talked with 
the men in the Japanese ranks had a 
glimpse of the Nippon soldier's concep- 
tion of duty when they heard them say 
that the Germans should have fought 
until the last man was killed and that 
Goyernor Meyer Waldeck should have 
committed suicide 

1other incident, ‘as illustrative of 

Japanese character, was observed 
when the first correspondent to make 
his way to the quarters in Tsingtao 
of Major General Yamanachi, the Jap- 
anese second in command, found him 
watering and caring for a bank of 
neglected flowers left to dry in their 
pots when the Germans marched out. 


In other words, the conception of the av- 
erage Jap of patriotism and courage runs to 
such devotional heights that he stands 
amazed at the spectacle of a fortress being 
surrendered, while one man was left to 
defend it. 

And, in the next paragraph of the extract, 
an episode that largely explains that sub- 
lime courage.

A FOOLISH TEST DOOMED. 

It is not too often that United States 
Senators O*Gorman and Reed are in abso- 
lute accord with the president of their own 
party.

Overhauling of Farm System 
Needed by Smail Farmer 


Editor Constitution: The farmers of this 
section feel muchly encouraged by the man- 
ifest interest of the press, trade bodies and 
business men in est1blishing markets for di- 
versified farm products. Large acreage has 
been planted to wheat and oats, which will 
be followed in due time by vastly increased 
planting of corn, peas, etc. 

It is casually admitted that cotton is sell- 
ing below cost of production, but does the 
outside world ave much idea how far be- 
low cost? I beg to illustrate by a case in 
point giving name, actual facts and figures, 
viz: Mr. J. K. Polk, a model, industrious 
farmer of this community, started out Jan- 
uary 1 out of debt, with $1,000 in bank and 
ample supply of corn; oats and meat for the 
year. He hired one man at $20 per month 
to run one plow. Mr. Polk plowed furrow 
for furrow with the other plow. They made 
twenty bales of cotton and replaced corn 
and other supplies, cotton being his money 
crop. After paying cash for his fertilizer, 
labor and _ incidental expenses, not guess 
work, but correct bookkeeping, Mr. Polk 
finds, counting his cotton at 7 cents per 
pound average, he has received just $16 for 
his year’s work, without allowing anything 
for rent of land, mules and implements, no 
charges for repairs, taxes, etc. Now imagine 
the condition of the man who had rent to 
pay, credit prices for supplies, fertilizer, etc., 
and you have a correct conception of the 
situation. 

Many renters and croppers are as yet 
homeless for another year, some from this 
section going to your city hoping to find 
employment. I do not write this merely to 
indulge in a vein of pessimism, but I write 
with the hope that the efforts of every eco=- 
nomic statesman and farmer who reads will 
be stimulated to do' his part toward bring- 
ing about the change that must be made in

Workbench Any BoyCan Make 


(From St. Nicholas.) 
The next important step is making the 
workbench. This workbench scheme I 
worked out several years ago in Norway, 


when I found that the average boy, both for- 
| eign and American, could do little with tools 
unless he had his fine, and usually expensive, 
' workbench. 


The expense of my workbench 
seldom exceeds 47 cents, which is the cost 


‘of the vise screw: A good, strong packing 
| box, the proper height for the person that is 


to use it, is selected for the bench. Place 
the best side wp for the top, with your nail- 
set, “set” all the nails on the top so there 
wijl be no projecting nails with which to 
niék “your tools, especially the plane. Re- 
move the strips of one side of the box, 
leaving the top and bottom strip of wood 
Fit one of these strips 


and nail securely 
This strip reinforces

tops flush, until you have a long, thick block 


about three inches thick, by five inches wide— 
that is, just the height of your box. This 
block forms the vise. Five inches from the

box, five inches from the top. 
Insert the vise screw so that it projects into 
the box. With your jack-knife, cut out and 
fit the vise screw onto the vise block,.and 


screw securely. 
From an old broomhandle saw a piece the 
length of your vise screw. This 


leverage stick. Bore another hole 


tom strips in the lower left-hand corner, 
about five inches from the floor, and insert 
the piece of broomhandle. Secure this to the 
vise block. Bore two or three quarter-inch 
holes in the projecting end of the broomhan- 
A large nail, or peg, placed in the holes 
An inch screw, 
screwed into the top of the workbench, 
may be easily raised or lowered, when planing 
boards of various thicknesses. 

If properly constructed, this workbench 
will be found very satisfactory. After one 
has been able to “do things” on this simple 
bench, it is an easy matter to add cupboards, 


doors, or a heavier top.

The year 1914 which has just been depos- 


ited upon the garbage box of time with a' 


sigh of relief will be known in history as 
the year in which civilization blew apart 
with a loud report and the world flopped 
back into the middle ages with a blood- 
thirsty giggle of contentment. 

No year began its career with brighter 
prospects than 1914. The wheat crop was in 
good health, business was taking nerve 
tonic, the Mexican revolutionists were ex- 
terminating each other with marked success 
and the price of automobiles had come down 
at least $60. 

Nevertheless, no year has fallen down 
so completely on its assignments. In the 
very first month the baseball war burst 
with unprecedented fury upon the unsus- 
pecting country, causing an enormous extra 
expense of time which the country could ill 
afford to devote to the sporting page. Later 
on, the French polo players and golfers and 
the Australian tennis team removed three 
championships from this country without 
using anaesthetics. In July the politicians 
borrowed the panic for campaign purposes, 
and in August Europe was seized with in- 
Sanity coupled with homicidal mania. 

The year 1914 has seen a doubling of the 
death rate in Burope and of the interest rate 
in this country. Belgium has been removed 
from the map and The Philadelphia Amer- 
icans have been reduced to a second-class 
power. An unusually large number of pres- 
idents have happened to Mexico and the in- 
terstate commerce commission has given the 
railroads permission to soak the passenger a 
deadly blow in the pocketbook. The Empress 
of Britain was lost early in the year, and 
the progressive party was temporarily mis- 
laid in November. Among the unexplained 
phenomena of the year were the playing ofa 
football game with a western team by Har- 
vard, the winning of the western football 
championship by Illinois, the production of 
half a million automobiles in this country, 
the harvesting of 900,000,000 bushels of 
wheat in the bosom of the hard times and 
the silence of Rudyard Kipling. 

The importation of foreign husbands 
dropped almost to zero during the year, as 
did also the pork barrel appropriations. The 
number of poets doubled and as many new 
and devastating verse forms were invented. 
The American troops were removed ; from 
Vera Cruz and a bill introduced to make 
the American army visible to the naked eye 
in time of trouble. 

In November the country went demo- 
cratic in a hesitating and embarrassed man- 
ner, but Roger Sullivan was not elected to 
anything in Illinois. Because of this fact 
Secretary Bryan overate himself on Thanks- 
giving. 

In spit§ of a few bright spots here and 
there, the year 1914 has been unanimously 
voted a dismal failure. However, it need 
not worry. As long as we have histories it 
will stalk through their pages in a prom- 
inent and sanguinary manner. That is what 
war always does for its years.

Further revelationg as to the lengths to 
which the British censorship has gone in 
suppressing news to which its public is sure- 
ly entitled can only intensify the profound 
disappointment that this sort of thing can 
go on in an Anglo-Saxon country. We do 
not, of course, refer to the military news; 
if the English authorities wish to be ag silly 
in regard to the loss of the Audacious ag 
they are—London weeklies are printing her 
picture, and everybody Knows why—that is 
their own affair. They are certainly in this 
case deceiving no one. The discouraging 
and dangerous thing is the application of 
the censorship to political news. Thus our 
London correspondent reports that the pow- 
ers that be there have. not permitted the 
English public to know that Japan inter- 
vened at Great Britain's request; that China 
protested against the violation of her neu- 
trality by British and Japanese troops; that 
the Japanese diet has protested against Eng- 
land’s limiting the field of Japan's war ac- 
tivity, etc. Surely, when the war is over and 
the facts become known, the government 
which has permitted this sort of thing will 
have a pretty. day of reckoning unless the 
Englishman by that ‘time has fallen into a 
state of mind in which he prefers being 
humbugged. But if he retains his old jeal- 
ous regard for his rights and privileges, he 
will surely do a vast amount of protesting, 
if only at the humiliating naaniion of his 
mental instability and untrustworthiness, 
from his government's point of view, which 
underlies this astonishing suppression of the 
facts he ought of right te know.

Urges Lower Rate of 


Editor Constitution: Several days since, 
this writer asked the following questions: 

“What advantage will result to ankers, 
merchants, individuals, and especially cotton 
producers, by the retirement of $60,000,000 or 
$70,000,000 Aldrich-Vreeland currency now in 
cireUlation, and the issue in its place of the 
Same amount of federal reserve notes?” 

“Why the higher rate of discount and 
higher gold reserve required by the new cur- 
rency law?" 

“Has not this new law destroyed the pow- 
er of New York to control the rate of in- 
terest ?’’ 

These questions you referred to a finan- 
who gives out an anonymous 
statement, but fails to make answer to the 
questions quoted above. 

The financial expert merely gives his 
reasons for his »pinion that the rate of dis- 
count should not be lower than 5 per cent. 
He does not explain why the great difference 
in gold reserve, which in Aldrich-Vreeland 
law is 5 per cent: while to secure their 
exchange for federal reserve notes a reserve 
of 40 per cent in gold is necessary. 

~he expert says that in the Atlanta dis- 

t of six states “there is outstanding at 

present time $22,000,000 of Aldrich-Vree- 
curren ww. It would never have been 
possible forjthis currency to have been fs- 
sued on notes of the banks had not the fed- 
eral reserve act become-a law.” 

To have been accurate, the expert should 
have said that upon the beginning of war, 
July 29, 1914, it at once became apparent 
that the federal reserve act of December 23, 
1913, was insufficient to meet the war crisis; 
and that its provisions did not authorize a 
sufficiency of Aldrich-Vreeland currency to 
avert a national panic. 

Hence, three days later congress, August 
3, 1914, passed an act amending the law of 
1913, and authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury to suspend parts of the law of 1913, 
in order that sufficient Aldrich-Vreeland 
currency might be issued to prevent a pantie. 
see Congressional Record July 31 and August 
3, 1914, : 

It was under this special act of congress, 
August, 1914, that the present circulation of 
Aldrich-Vreeland currency was made possible, 
and not under what is known as the federal 
reserve act, December 23, 1913. 

. The expert says, to lower the rate of dis- 
count below 5 per cent will “take away cred- 
its from New York they are willing to carry 
at a lower rate than the federal banks are, 
because you would probably create a redun- 
dancy,” etc. 

That there exists “a redundancy” of unem- 
ployed labor and also “a redundancy” of cot- 
ton in bales, are facts known to all; but this 
expert is the first one to see a possibility 
that a lower rediscount rate will cause an 
excess of money. The interest rates for 
time loans._in New York last week are re- 
ported as low as 3 per cent; and for call 
loans, under this figure. 

The high rediscount rate at the regional 
banks, together with the required 40 per cent 
gold reserve, will likely continue to drive 
business to New York and retard the issue 
of federal reserve notes in exchange for out- 
standing Aldrich-Vreeland currency. Only 
$325,000 of federal reserve notes have been 
issued by the Atlanta regional bank, during 
its first six weeks’ business in the six states 
of its district.

Petrograd and—Atlanta. | 


Editor Constitution: I read your editori- 
al “Petrograd and—Atlanta,” with much In- 
terest. In the difference between the peace 
and quiet of the first and the riot of wick- 
edness of the last on Christmas day, as you 
said, Russia does most assuredly teach a 
lesson. 

When Russia forbade the sale of vodka to 
meet the exigencies of war, so accustomed to 
law enforcement ig the Petrograd citizen 
that immediate compliance was a natural 
consequence. There followed no honey-snug- 
gling hetween distillers, dealers, politicians 
and disgruntled saloon-keepers and drinkers 
to break down the decree with locker-club 
and near-vodka amendments. Nor would the 
general Russian government permit revenue 
licenses to make a farce of the prohibited ar- 
ticle were Retrograd distinct prohibition ter- 
ritory. 

It is also needless to suggest what would 
have happened to the managers of newspa- 
pers that would have carried advertisements 
informing the Petrograd public where the 
outlawed vodka could be purchased outside 
the city limits. or where the favorite brand 
might be ordered across the Russian border 
prior to Christmas, to sow seeds of la wless- 
ness and set at naught the authority of gov- 
ernment. 

The interpretation of law seems to bé a 
plain, literal necessity from which there is 
no dodging or fence-straddling throughout 
Russia. Business has proven time and again, 
ag you recently stated,»that. when it comes 
to a choice between the drink and the job, 
men discover prohibition spells not to drink 
unquestionably, and its general enforcement 
would become an acknowledged fact in all 
Georgia were officials half so eager to carry 
out their sworn duty to the public ag they 
are to keep on the good side of the liquor 
interests, or did the public exact of them lit- 
tle more than a bare wearing the title and 
accepting the salary of office.
